PROCLAMATION 3035 

Armistice Day, '1953 

BY THE PRESIDENT OP THE UNITED STATES 
or AMERICA 
A PROCLAMATION 

WHEREAS November 11, 1953, marks 
the thirty-fifth anniversary of the sign- 
ing of the Armistice which ended the 
bitter hostilities of World War I and 
served as a beacon of hope to all human- 
ity that peace would prevail on the 
earth: and 

WHEREAS the sons of the heroes of 
Chateau- Thierry, Saint Mlhlel. and the 
Argonne had „caicely come of age when 
they were called upon to meet new ag- 
gressors at Omaha Beach, Afizlo. Iwo 
Jlma, Heartbreak Ridge, and elsewhere, 
aim to give their lives, many of them, be- 
fore new armistices could still the fight- 
ing and give renewed opportunity for 
establishing a true peace: and 

WHEREAS the Congress, by a con- 
current resolution of June 4, 1926 (44 
8tat 1982), requested the President to 
issue a proclamation calling for the ob- 
servance each year of the anniversary 
of the signing of the Armistice on No- 
vember 11, 1918. and, by an act approved 
May 13. 1938 (52 St&t. 3511 . made No- 
vember 11 of each year a legal holiday, 
and provided that the day should be 
dedicated to the cause of world peace and 
s hould be k nown as Armistice Day; and 

WHEREAS it Is a wise custom to re- 
dedlcate ourselves each year at this time 
to the prevention of armed conflict 
among nations: 

NOW. THER EFORE T. DWIGHT D. 
EISENHOWER, President of the United 
States of America, do hereby invite and 
urge the people of the Nation to devote 
themselves anew on Wednesday, Novem- 
ber 11, 1953, to the task of promoting 
with fervor and seal a permanent peace 
among all the peoples of the earth. I 
also direct the appropriate officials of the 
Government to arrange for the display 
of the flag of the United States on all 
public buildings on that day. 

IN WITNESS WHEREOF, I have here- 
unto set my hand and eaused the Seal of 
the United States of America to be 
affixed.

EXECUTI ORDER 10501 

Satecuardino -^rncXAL Information in 
the Inter err i nr the Defense or the 
United States 

WHEREAS it a essential that the citi- 
zens of the Ur ; ted States be Informed 
concerning the rvtivilivs of their govern- 
ment; and 

WHEREAS the Interests of national 
defense require the preservation of the 
ability of the 'inlted States to protect 
and defend 1W1' against all hostile or 
destructive ac'ion by covert or overt 
means. Including espionage as well as 
military action; \r.u 
WHEREAS it ’s essential that certain 
official lnforma-ion affecting the national 
defense be pi xUcted uniformly against 
unauthorized divlraure: 

NOW, THEhETOIiH by virtue of the 
authority vested in me by the Constitu- 
tion and stat.iUd. and as President of 
the United Staire, erd deeming such 
action necessan ‘n roe best Interests of 
the national security, it is hereby ordered 
as follows 

Secxton X. Clarification Categories. 
Official Infonnat'on which requires pro- 
tection in the 'r.ierests of national de- 
fense shall be Juu_L:i to three categories 
of classification which in descending 
order of Importance shall curry one of 
the following irslg nations: Top Secret, 
Secret, or Confidential. No other desig- 
nation shall be used to classify defense 
Information, lm lading military informa- 
tion, ee requiring protection In the In- 



terests of national defense, except as 
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expressly provided by statute. These 
categories are defined as follows : 

(a) Top Secret. Except as may be 
expressly provided by statute, the use of 
the classification Top Secret shall be au- 
thorized, by appropriate authority, only 
for defense information or material 
which requires the highest degree of 
protection. The Top Secret classifica- 
tion shall be applied only to that infor- 
mation or material the defense aspect 
of which is paramount, and the unau- 
thorized disclosure of which could re- 
sult in exceptionally grave damage to 
the Nation such as leading to a definite 
break In diplomatic relations affecting 
the defense of the United States, an 
armed attack against the United States 
or Its allies, a war, or the compromise of 
military or defense plans, or Intelligence 
operations, or scientific or technological 
developments vital to the national de- 
fense. 

(b) Secret. Except as may be ex- 
pressly provided by statute, the use of 
the classification Secret shall be auth- 
orized, by appropriate authority, only 
for defense Information or material the 
unauthorized disclosure of which could 
result In serious damage to the Nation, 
such as by Jeopardizing the international 
relations of the United states, endanger- 
ing the effectiveness of a program or 
policy of vital Importance to the na- 
tional defense, or compromising impor- 
tant military or defense plans, scientific 
or technological developments Important 
to national defense, or information re- 
vealing important intelligence opera- 
tions. 

<c) Confidential. Except as may he 
expressly provided by statute, the use iff 
the classification Confidential shall be 
authorized, by appropriate authority, 
only for defense Information or material 
the unauthorized disclosure of which 
could be prejudicial to the defense inter- 
ests of the nation. 

' Snc. 2 Limitation of Authority to 
Classify. The authority to classify de- 
fense information or material under this 
order shall be limited in the depart- 
ments and agencies of the executive 
branch as hereinafter specified. De- 
parts -its and agencies subject to the 
specified limitations shall be designated 
by the President : 

(a) In those departments and agen- 
cies having no direct responsibility for 
national defense there shall be no au- 
thority for original classification of In- 
formation or material under this order. 

(b) In those departments and agen- 
cies having partial but not primary re- 
sponsibility for matters pertaining to 



national defense the authority for origi- 
nal classlflu-'Jon of Information or ma- 
terial under iMa order shall be exercised 
only by the head of the department or 
agency, without delegation. 

(c> In those departments and agen- 
cies not affected by the provisions of 
subsection (r, > and 'b), above, the au- 
thority tor original classification of in- 
formation or material under this order 
shall be exercised finly. by responsible, 
officers or employees, who shall be 
- Specificall y, ca te na ted foTtoiSTfurpose, 
Heads oTsuciToeparCmenfs and agencies 
shall limit tl .• delegation of. authority 
to classify „s roverely as Is consistent 
with the ord-rly and expeditious trans- 
action of Qr.-.|j:nmcnt business. 

See. 3. Clarification. Persons des- 
ignated to have authority for original 
classified tioi> of Information or material 
which require protection in the Inter- 
ests of natto'v.i defense under this order 
shall be he’n responsible for Us proper 
classification in accordance with the 
definitions or the three categories In 
section 1. In-roof. Unnecessary classi- 
fication and 'vc.-- classification shall be 
scrupulously avoided. The following 
special rules r’.iflll be observed in clas- 
sification of defense information or 
material: 

(a) Documents tn General. Docu- 
ments Shall be classified according to 
their own content and not necessarily 
according *» their relationship to other 
documents, -references to classified ma- 
terial which do not reveal classified de- 
fense information shall not be classified. 

<bJ Physically Connected Documents. 
The clasBlfi.'-‘ion of a file or group of 
physically oo mected documents shall be 
at least as as that of the most high- 

ly classified document therein. Docu- 
ments separated from the file or group 
shall be handled in accordance with 
their individual defense classification. 

(c) Uultip > Classification. A docu- 
ment. product, or substance shall bear a 
classification at least as high as that of 
Its highest -'s allied component. The 
document, r’oduct, or substance shall 
bear only on* over-all classification, not- 
withfltandln.. that pages, paragraphs, 
sections, or -opponents thereof bear 
different cUr.. locations. 

(d) Transmittal Letters. A letter 
transmitting defense Information Shall 
be classified :«t least as high as Its high- 
est classified enclosure. 

(e) Information Originated by a For- 
eign Government or Organization. De- 
fense lnfor".atlon of a classified nature 
furnished to the United States by a for- 
eign government or international organ- 
isation shall be assigned a classification 
which will a&aore a degree of protection 
equivalent so or greater than that re- 
quired by tr.e government or Interna- 
tional organization which furnished the 
Information. 

Secl 4. E: classification. Downgrading, 
or Upgrading Heads of departments or 
agencies orL.'natlng classified material 
shall designate persona to be responsible 
for contlnu , ”5 review of such classified 
material for cue purpose of declassifying 
ok downgrading it whenever national 
defense Moderations permit, and for 



recei "lag requests for such review from 
all sources. Formal procedures shall be 
established to provide specific means for 
prompt review of classified material and 
Its declassification or d o wngrading in 
order to preserve the effectiveness and 
integrity of the classification system, and 
to eliminate accumulation of classified 
material which no longer requires pro- 
tection in the defense interest. The 
following special rules shall be observed 
with respect to changes of classification 
of defense material: 

(a) ' Automatic Changes. To the full- 
est extent practicable, the classifying 
authority shall indicate on the material 
(except telegrams* at the time of orig- 
inal classification that after a specified 
event or da tc, or upon removal of classi- 
fied enclosures, the material will be 
downgraded or declassified. 

(b) Non-Automatic Changes. The 
persons designated to receive requests 
for review of classified material may 
d own grade or declassify such material 
when circumstances no longer warrant 
Its retention in its original classification 
provided the consent of the appropriate 
classifying authority has been obtained. 
The downgrading or declassification of 
extracts from or paraphrases of classi- 
fied documents shall also require the 
consent of the appropriate classifying 
authority unless the agency making 
such extracts knows positively that they 
warrant a classification lower than that 
of the document from which extracted, 
or that they are not classified. 

fcl Material Officially Transferred. 
In the case of material transferred by or 
pursuant to statute or Executive order 
from one department or agency tc an- 
other for the latter’s use and as put of 
Its official files or property, as distin- 
guished from transfers merely for 
purposes of storage, the receiving de- 
partment or agency shall be deemed to 
be the classifying authority for all pur- 
poses under this order, including declas- 
sification and downgrading. 

<d> Material Not Officially Trans- 
ferred. When any department or 
agency has in its possession any classi- 
fied material which has become five 
years old, and It appears (1) that such 
material originated in an agency which 
has since become defunct and whose 
files and other property have not been 
officially transferred to another depart- 
ment or agency within the meaning of 
subsection <c>, above, or (2) that it is 
impossible for the possessing department 
or agency to identify the originating 
agency, and <3> a review of the material 
indicates that it should be downgraded 
or declassified, the said possessing de- 
partment or agency shall have power 
to declassify or downgrade such ma- 
terial. If it appears probable that an- 
other department or agency may have a 
substantial interest In whether the clas- 
sic .atlon of any particular Information 
shf”' d be maintained, the possessing 
department or agency shall not exercise 
the puwer conferred upon it by this sub- 
section, except with the consent of the 
other department or agency, until thirty 
days after It has notified such other 
department or agency of the nature of 
the material and of Its Intention to de- 
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classify or downgrade the same. Dur- 
ing such thirty-day period the other 
:*<-i>arUsenl or agency may, If it so do* 
sites, express Its objections to declassify- 
ing or downgrading the particular 
material, but the power to make the 
ultimate decision shall reside In the 
Possessing department or agency. 

(e) Classified, Telegrams. Such tele- 
grams shall not be referred to. extracted 

. from, paraphrased, downgraded, de- 
vV»sslfied. or disseminated, except In ac- 
cordance with special regulations issued 
by the head of the originating depart- 
ment or agency. Classified telegrams 
transmuted over cryptographic systems 
ehall be handled In accordance with the 
regulations of the transmitting depart- 
ment or agency. 

(f) Downgrading. If the recipient of 
classified material believes that it has 
been classified too highly, he may make 
a request to the reviewing official who 
may downgrade or declassify the mate- 
j ul after obtaining the consent of the 
appropriate classifying authority. 

(g) Ur grading. If the recipient of 
unclassified material believes that it 
should be classified, or If the recipient of 
classified- material believes that its classi- 
fication is not sufficiently protective. It 
■hall be safeguarded In accordance with 
the classification deemed appropriate 
and a request made to the reviewing offi- 
cial, who may classify the material or 
upgrade the classification after obtain- 
ing the consent of the appropriate classi- 
fying authority. 

(h) Notification of Change in Classi- 
fication. The reviewing official taking 
action to declassify, downgrade, or up- 
grade classified material shall notify all 
addressees to whom the material was 
rrlginally transmitted. 

Sxc. 5. Marking of Classified Mate- 
rial. After a determination of the prop- 
er defense classification to be assigned 
has been made in accordance with the 
provisions of this order, the classified 
material shall be marked as follows: 

(a) Bound Documents. The assigned 
defense classification on bound docu- 
ments. such as books or pamphlets, the 
pages of which are permanently and se- 
curely fastened together, shall be con- 
spicuously marked or stamped on the 
outside of the front cover, on the title 
page, on the first page, on the back page 
b.td on the outside of the back cover. In 
each case the markings shall be applied 
to the top and bottom of the page or 
cover. 

<b) Unbound Documents. The as- 
signed defense classification on unbound 
documents, such as letters, memoranda, 
reports, telegrams, and other similar 
documents, the pages of which are not 
permanently and securely fastened to- 
gether, shall be conspicuously marked or 
stamped at the top and bottom of each 
page. In such manner that the marking 
will be clearly visible when the pages are 
clipped or stapled together. 

(c) Charts, Maps, and Drawings. 
C ossified charts, maps, and drawings 
•hall carry the defense classification 
marking under the legend, title block, or 
SiOle In such manner that it will be re- 
produced on all copies made therefrom. 
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Such classification shall also be marked 
at the top and bottom in each instance. 

<d> Photographs, rdms and Record- 
ings. Classified phot .fc-aphs. films, and 
recordings, and the!: containers, shall 
be conspicuously and appropriately 
marked with the assigned defense clas- 
sification. 

(e) Products or Substances. The as- 
signed defense claisiP- ation shall be con- 
spicuously marked op classified products 
or substances, If pot.-'ble, and on their 
containers. If possl , >'?. or, If the article 
or container cannot 'to marked, written 
notification of such - iassification shall 
be furnished to recipients of such prod- 
ucts 01 substances. 

<f* Reproductions .*.■'• copies or re- 
productions of clasf.ued mater-al shall 
be appropriately marked or stumped In 
the same manner as '-!> Tielrml thereof. 

<k> Unclassified at '’rial. Normally, 

unclassified materir . Vin* .1 not be marked 
or stamped Unc’a^’iiUd unless it is es- 
sential to convey (u a -neipient of such 
material that it hB' fcc.n examined spe- 
cifically with a vie* hi Imposing a de- 
fense classification :..:d has been deter- 
mined not to require U uch classification. 

(h> Change or Ri < -jcal of Classifica- 
tion. Whenever cia:.-,:fisd material is de- 
classified. downgrac’v 1 . or upgraded, the 
material shall be rr-jr-cd or stamped In a 
prominent place to reflect the change In 
classification, the a-irority for the ac- 
tion. the date of aci>n. and the identity 
of the person or unit taking the action. 
In addition, the old classification mark- 
ing shall be cancel’--^- and the new clas- 
sification (If any' nc-Ututed therefor. 
Automatic change Ir. signification shall 
be Indicated by the appropriate classify- 
ing authority through marking or stamp- 
ing In a promln?,’* pu*ce to reflect 
information specified in subsection 
4 i a) hereof. 

«li Material Furri^ied Persons not in 
the Executive Branch of the Govern- 
ment. When classified material affect- 
ing the national del: use Is furnished 
authorised persons. or out of Federal 
service, other than ’hese In the executive 
branch, the following nutation, in addi- 
tion to the assigned classification mark- 
ing. shall whenever practicable be placed 
on the material, on i** container, or on 
the written notlflcs.t.Ti of Its assigned 
classification: 

This material contaior Information affect- 
ing the national dcfer.-« of the United States 
within the meaning **■» espionage laws. 
Title 18. U. S C„ Sees. 7S3 and 784, the trans- 
mission or revelation nf which In any man- 
ner to an unauthorised person Is prohibited 
by law. 

Use of alternative h<arklng concerning 
"Restricted Data" hs defined by the 
Atomic Energy Act authorized when 
appropriate. 

Sec. B. Custody and Safekeeping. The 
possession or use of classified defense in- 
formation or materiel shall be limited to 
locations where facilities for secure stor- 
age or protection .hereof are available 
by means of which unauthorized persons 
are prevented from -lining access there- 
to. Whenever such information or ma- 
terial is not under th? personal super- 
vision oi *11 .-■.stodlar,. whether during or 
outside of working hours, the following 



physical or mechanical means shall be 
taken to protect It: 

(a) Storage of Top Secret Material 

Top Secret defense matcnal shall be 
protected in storage by the most secure 
facilities possible. Normally it will be 
stored in a safe or a safe-type steel file 
container having a thiee-positlon. dial- 
type, combination lock, and being of 
such weight, use, construction, or tr.. 
stalls tion as to minimize the p. - • ■ 

of suiiepcHous ento- ■ theft, 

damage by fire w t tmi.uing. The head 
of a depj iLim.ni or agency mav approve 
other storuge facilities for this material 
which offu comparable oi bt-Liei piotec- 
tlop. such as an alarmed area, a vault, a 
secure vau'i-type room, or an area under 
close surveillance of an armed guard. 

(b) Secret and Confidential Material. 
These categories of defense material may 
be stored in a manner authorized for Top 
Secret mat .rial, or In metal file cabinets 
equipped with steel lockbar and an ap- 
proved th/et. combination dial-type pad- 
lock from .ihii-h the manufacturer's 
identiflcati ,n numbers have been oblit- 
erated. or t omparably secure facilities 
approved the head of the department 
or agency. 

(c) Other Classified Material. Heads 
of deparln ruts and agencies shall pre- 
scribe sue" protective facilities as may 
be necesse/y In their departments or 
agencies f or material originating under 
statutory prov.sions requiring protec- 
tion of certain inf. .-nation. 

(d) Che. yes of Lock Combinations. 
Combinations on locks of safekeeping 
equipment shall be changed, only by per- 
sons havVr appropriate security clear- 
ance. whenever such equipment Is 
placed in use after procurement from 
the manufacturer or other sources, 
whenever a pc. son knowing the combi- 
nation is tru r ’^ferred from the office to 
which the equipment is assigned, or 
whenever the combination has been sub- 
jected to compromise, and at least once 
every year. Knowledge of combinations 
shall be limited to the minimum number 
of persons necessary for operating pur- 
poses. Records of combinations shall be 
classified no lower than the highest cate- 
gory of classified defense material au- 
thorized for storage in the safekeeping 
equipment concerned. 

(e> Custodian's Responsibilities. 
Custodians of classified defense material 
shall be responsible for providing the 
best possible protection and account- 
ability for such material at all times and 
particularly for securely locking classi- 
fied material in approved safekeeping 
equipment whenever it is not in use or 
under direct supervision of authorized 
employees. Custodians shall follow pro- 
cedures which insure that unauthorized 
persons do not gain access to classified 
defense information or material by 
sight or sound, and classified informa- 
tion shall not be discussed with or In the 
presence of unauthorized persons. 

rf) Telephone Conversations. De- 
fense Information classified in the three 
categories under the provisions of this 
order shall not be revealed In telephone 
conversations, except as may be au- 
thorized under section 8 hereof with re- 
spect to the transmission of Secret and 
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Confidential material over certain mili- 
tary communications circuits. 

(gi Loss or Subjection to Compromise. 
Any person In the executive branch who 
has knowledge of the loss or possible 
rubjection to compromise of classified 
defense information shall promptly re- 
port me circumstances to a designated 
official of his agency, and the latter shall 
take appropriate action forthwith, in- 
cluding advice to the originating depart- 
ment ui agency. 

Sec 7 Am untohtlity and Dissemina- 
tion. Knowledge or possession of classi- 
fied defense information shall be 
permitted only to persons whose offlcial 
duties require such access in the interest 
of promoting national defense and only 
if they have been determined to be trust- 
worthy Proper control of dissemina- 
tion of classified defense Information 
shall be maintained at all times, includ- 
ing good accountability records of classi- 
fied defence Information documents, and 
severe limitation on the number of such 
documents originated as well as the 
number of copies thereof reproduced. 
The number of copies of classified de- 
fense information documents shall be 
kept to a minimum to decrease the risk 
of compromise of the information con- 
tained In such documents and the finan- 
cial burden on the Government in 
protecting such documents. The fol- 
lowing special rules shall be observed In 
connection with accountability for and 
dissemination of defense Information or 
material: 

(a) Accountability Procedures. Heads 
oT departments and agencies shall pre- 
scribe such accountability procedures as 
are necessary to control effectively the 
dissemination of classified defense In- 
formation, with particularly severe con- 
trol on material classified Top Secret 
under this order Top Secret Control 
Officers shall be designated, as required, 
to receive, maintain accountability reg- 
isters of, and dispatch Top Secret mate- 
rial 

(b> Dissemination Outside the Execu- 
tive Branch. Classified defense infor- 
mation shall not be disseminated outside 
the executive branch except under condi- 
tions and through channels authorised 
by the head of the disseminating depart- 
ment or agency, even though the person 
or agency to which dissemination of such 
Information Is proposed to be made may 
have been solely or partly responsible for 
Its production. 

(c) Information Originating in An- 
other Department or Agency. Except as 
otherwise provided by section 102 of the 
National Security Act of July 26. 1847, 
C. 243, 61 Stab 498. as amended, 50 U. S. 
C. sec. 403, classified defense Information 
originating In another department or 
agency khan not be disseminated outside 
the receiving department or agency with- 
out the consent of the originating de- 
partment or agency. Documents and 
material containing defense Information 
which are classified Top Secret or Secret 
Shall not be reproduced without the con- 
sent of the originating department or 
agency. 

Sac. 8 . Transmission. Nor transmis- 
sion outside of a department or agency, 



classified defense Material of the three 
categories originAb.d under the provi- 
sions of this order snail be prepared and 
transmitted as follows: 

(a) Preparatto ■ far Transmission. 
Such material ehad be enclosed tn 
opaque inner anr outer covers. The 
inner cover shall jt a sealed wrapper 
or envelope plainly .~srked With the as- 
signed classlflcatir. and address. The 
outer cover shall he seal'd and addressed 
with no linUcntior of ‘he classification 
of its con ion ts. A receipt form shall be 
attached to or e> eljfcd in the Inner 
cover, except tm Cc.’fidentlai material 
shall require a .eceipt only if the 
sendei dct.tr.s it iK-.cssary The receipt 
form shall ider*”v addresser, ad- 
dressee. and *.*•* doc naent. but shall 
contain no classified Information.

(b) Transmittir 7 lop Secret Material. 
The transmission Top Secret material 
shall be effected .inferably by direct 
contact of officio’’ concerned, or. altei- 
natlvely, by specific-^:;- designated per- 
sonnel, by State IVeperiment diplomatic 
pouch, by a mr—erger-jouricr system 
especially creates for that purpose, or 
by electric means .n encrypted form; or 
in the case of information transmitted 
by the Federal B-.i' b ',i< of Investigation, 
such means of tra:*smission may be used 
as are currently rioroved by the Direc- 
tor. Federal Bures, 1 of Investigation, un- 
less express reservation to the contrary 
is made in exc^'tioral cases by the 
originating agener. 

(ci Transmit*?- 1 -! Secret Material. 
Secret material ihaV be transmitted 
within the contl'.'atal United States 
by one of the means established for 
Top Secret material, by an authorised 
courier, by Unite* «-»trs registered mail, 
or by protected commercial express, air 
or surface. Sev.ct material may be 
transmitted outsV.v the continental lim- 
its of the United States by one of the 
means established r Top Secret mate- 
rial, by commanders or masters of ves- 
sels of United ''fates registry, or by 
United States Pot Office registered mail 
through Army, Ni-'y, or Air Force postal 
facilities, prorided that the material 
does not at any note pass out of United 
States Government control and does not 
pass through t foreign postal system. 
Secret material r .»y. however, be trans- 
mitted between Unfed States Govern- 
ment and/or Canadian Government in- 
stallations in continental United States, 
Canada, and Alaska by United States 
and Canadian r»si5'ered mall with reg- 
istered mall receipt. In an emergency. 
Secret material x-'..y also be transmitted 
over military communications circuits in 
accordance will- regulations promul- 
gated for such purpose by the Secretary 
of Defense. 

(d> Transmitting Confidential Ma- 
terial. Confidential defense material 
shall be trqpsr>r-.,ted within the United 
Staten by uhe o' the means established 
tor higher daerflcatlons, by registered 
mail, ok by express or freight under such 
specific conditions as may be prescribed 
by the head of the department or agency 
concerned. Outside the continental 
United States.

Documentary record material made or 
received by a department or agency In 
connection with t:.insaction of public 
business and preserved as evidence of 
the organization, functions, policies, op- 
eration-, decisions, procedures or other 
activlti a of any department or agency 
of the Government, or because of the In- 
formatio’-l value of the data contained 
therein, may be destroyed only In accord- 
ance wi h the act of July 7, 1943. c. 192, 
57 Stat. SCO. as amended, 44 U. B. C. 366- 
380. N'.-a-recard classified material, 
consisting of extra copies and duplicates 
includii'B shorthand notes, preliminary 
drafts, < sed carboD paper, and other ma- 
terial of similar temporary nature, may 
be dernyed, under procedures estab- 
lished the head of the department or 
agency ■ lilch meet the following require- 
ments, cs soon as it has served its pur- 
pose: 

(a) Mtihods of Destruction. Classi- 
fied def*ise material shall be destroyed 
by bulling in the presence of an appro- 
priate >iuCial or by other methods au- 
thorized by the head of an agency 
provided the resulting destruction is 
equally complete. 

(b> Records of Destruction. Appro- 
priate accountability records maintained 
in the department or agency shall reflect 
the destruction of classified defense 
materiel. 

Sec. 10 Orientation and Inspection. 
To promote the basic purposes of this 
order, heads of those departments and 
agencies originating or handling classi- 
fied defense information shall designate 
experienced persons to coordinate and 
supervise the activities applicable to 
their departments or agencies under this 
order. Persons so designated shall main- 
tain active training and orientation pro- 
grams for employees concerned with 
classified defense information to Im- 
press each such employee with his Indi- 
vidual responsibility for exercising vigi- 
lance and care in complying with the 
provisions of this order. Such persons 
shall be authorized on behalf of the 
heads of the departments and agencies to 
establish adequate and active inspection 
programs to the end that the provisions 
of this order are administered effectively. 

Bbc. 11. Interpretation of Regulations 
by the Attorney General. The Attorney 
General, upon request of the head of a 
department or agency or his duly desig- 
nated representative, shall personally 
or through authorized representatives 
of the Department of Justice render an 
interpretation of these regulations in 
connection with any problerqs arising out 
of their administration. 






Sec. 12. Statutory Requirements. 
nothing in this order shall be construed 
to authorize the dissemination, handling 
tjg transmission of classified Information 
contrary to the provisions of any statute. 

Sec. 13. " Restricted Data" as Defined 
.n the Atomic Energy Act. Nothing in 
this order sliall supersede any require- 
ments made by or under the Atomic En- 
ergy Act of August 1, 1946. as amended. 
"Restricted Data" as defined by the said 
act shall be handled, protected, classified, 
downgraded, and declassified in con- 
formity with the pruvlslons of the Atomic 
Energy Act of 1948. as amended, and the 
regulations of the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission. 

Sec. 14. Combat Operations . The pro- 
visions of this order with regard to dis- 
semination. transmission, or safekeeping 
=f classified defense information or ma- 
terial may be so modified in connection 
with combat or combat-related opera- 
tions as the Secretary of Defense may by 
regulations prescribe. 

Sec. 15. Exceptional Cases. When, in 
exceptional case, a person or agency 
not authorized to classify defense infor- 
mation originates Information which Is 



believed to require classification, such 
person or agency Si-All protect that in- 
formation in the manner prescribed by 
this order for that category of classified 
defense information Into which it Is be- 
lieved to fall, and shall transmit the in- 
formation forthwith, under appropriate 
safeguards, to the department, agency, 
or person having brth the authority to 
classify information and a direct official 
interest in the infcimatlon 'preferably, 
that department, agency, or person to 
which the information would be trans- 
mitted in the ordii,-- ri course of busi- 
ness >, with a request that such depart- 
ment. agency, or parson classify the 
Information. 

Sec. 16. Review to ’:uu re That Infor- 
mation is Not h'orcperly Withheld 
Hereunder. The President shall desig- 
nate a member of his stall who shall re- 
ceive, consider, and lake action upon, 
suggestions or complaints from non- 
Governmcntal sources relating to the 
operation of this i- 1 l:r.

The head of each depart- 
ment and agency shall designate a mem- 
ber or members of his staff who shall 
conduct a continuing review of the im- 
plementation of this order within the 
departm-.-iiL or agency concern r-d u- -n- 
sure that no inform-.ii'i>n ■» withheld 
heieunder which the people of the 
United Stale* have a right to know, and 
to ills ure that classified defense infor- 
mation is propel ly safeguarded in con- 
formity herewith. 

Sec. 19. Revocation of Executive Or- 
der No. 10- 10. Executive Ol der No. 10290 
of September 24. 1951 is revoked as of 
the effective date of this order. 

Sec. 20. Effective Date. This order 
shall became effective on December 15, 
1953.
